Vein Collapsed 
Hours Before. • 
Injection, Claim 


Opinion Explained; 
Expect Case To Go To 
Jury Late Thursday 


MANCHESTER, N. H., March 
8—(AP)—A defense medical ex­ 
pert testified 
today he believ es 
the v ein of Mrs. Abbie Borroto’s 
left arm had collapsed sev eral 
hours before Dr. Hermann N. 
Sander gav e her air injections. 
Dr. Richard F. Ford, head of the 
department of legal medicine at 
Harv ard, made this statement 
under a stiff-examination by At­ 
torney General William L. Phin- 
ney. 
Earlier, 
Ford 
testified 
air 
could not hav e caused the death 
of Mrs. ¿Borroto, as it was im­ 
possible Tor Dr. Sander to inject 
a needle into the collapsed v ein. 
Dr. Sander is on trial for first 
degree murder on charges of k ill­ 
ing the hopeless cancer patient 
to end her suffering. 
It is expected that the testi­ 
monies will end before the ad­ 
journment at 5 p. m. today, thus 
closing the defense’s case. Tomor­ 
row probably will see summations 
by defense and prosecution and 
the charge to the jury by Judge 
Harold E. Wescott. Then the case 
will go to the jury. 
Judge Wescott called counsel 
for both sides into an unexpected 
conference—delaying the opening 
of this morning’s session 20 min­ 
utes. 
Phinney ask ed Dr. Ford if the 
v ein in the left arm where the 
injections were made had col­ 
lapsed sev eral hours before her 
death. 
“Yes,” replied the pathologist, 
“because the v ery presence of 
thrombi (blood clots) indicates 
circulation had ceased and that 
the v ein had collapsed.” 
Dr. Ford said he was basing 
his opinion on an autopsy he 
made about six week s after the 
death Dec. 4. 
He testified the thrombi would 
plug the v ein from a flow of 
blood but would not plug a force­ 
ful injection of air—if air could 
be injected. 
Phinney ask ed the pathologist if 
he counted 
cases 
where there 
was no pulse, yet there was cir­ 
culation. 
The doctor replied it was pos­ 
sible to hav e no pulse and still 
hav e circulation and added in a 
case where there was a prolong­ 
ed absence of pulse “I’d say it

COLUMBUS, March 8—(AP) 
—The Ohio Supreme Court said 
today cities can lev y payroll in­ 
come taxes if v oters approv e. It 
upheld the Toledo payroll-in- 
come tax. 
The court upheld Toledo’s one 
per cent income* tax, because 
v oters approv ed it. 
The court threw out Dayton’s 
income tax, 
howev er, 
on the 
grounds v oters did not hav e a 
chance to approv e it. The Day­ 
ton city council lev ied the tax 
without the formality of a gen­ 
eral v ote. 
A number of other Ohio cities 
now hav e payroll income taxes. 
The Supreme court’s ruling to­ 
day apparently will 
apply 
to 
these taxes, too. 
Lawrence W. Angell challeng­ 
ed the Toledo tax. He liv es out­ 
side the city but work s for the 
E. B. Badger Co. in Toledo. 
Angell contended he 
should 
not pay the tax because he is a 
non-resident and had no chance 
to v ote on it. 
The court held that cities hav e 
power to lev y and collect income 
taxes 'under their constitutional 
home-rule powers. Cities can not 
lev y the tax if the state tak es 
ov er that particular tax field or 
if the legislature forbids it, the 
court said. 
The legislature nev er has spe­ 
cifically forbid lev y of a city in­ 
come tax. 
Dayton’s income tax was chal­ 
lenged by Helen F. Zimmer and 
four others. They claimed the 
tax was inv alid because it was 
not submitted to referendum as 
required by city charter. 
They also said municipalities 
lack authority to lev y income 
taxes in the absence of specific 
delegation of power by the state. 
The court cited Section 171 
of the Dayton city charter. This 
section says: 
“Unless authorized and approv ­ 
ed by a v ote of the electors the 
city commision shall lev y no tax 
outside of the limitations set 
forth in this section.”

Bad p osture tends 
to 
cause 
drowsiness and sluggish ness; th e 
mental attitude may be dep ress­ 
ed and slow. Pains in th e legs, 
back or feet and undue fatigue 
are frequently sy mp toms of p oor 
p osture. 
Standing, sitting and ly ing are 
th e th ree imp ortant p ostures. 
Good standing p osture does not 
necessarily mean th e p osition of 
attention required 
of military 
men on p arade. As a matter of 
fact, long-continued standing at 
attention slows th e blood circu­ 
lation and too much blood gath ers 
in th e lower ex tremities. 
Many men, if required to stand 
at attention long, esp ecially in h ot 
weath er, will faint for th is reason. 
Obv iously th ey are not resp on­ 
sible for th is fainting wh ich is 
due to a lack of blood sup p ly in 
th e brain. 
In standing th e weigh t may be 
sh ifted from one foot to anoth er 
and from th e h eel to th e toes. Th e 
body , wh ich is allowed to make 
such sh ifts, becomes less tired and 
th e muscles less tense. Th e body 
sh ould be h eld erect with th e 
knees and feet directed straigh t 
ah ead. Th e abdomen sh ould be 
h eld flat but not tense. 
Ch air sh ap e and h ow one sits in 
it are imp ortant. Th e trunk and 
h ead sh ould 
be h eld straigh t 
abov e th e seat or tilted a little 
forward. Th e h eigh t of th e ch air 
from th e floor ough t to corres­ 
p ond to th e distance of th e legs 
from th e knee to th e h eel. Th is, 
of course, v aries with th e size of 
th e indiv idual.

WASHINGTON 
M 
OST OF th e p eop le wh o are 
agitating th e loudest for a 
new p eace ap p roach to th e Rus­ 
sians seem to be fresh -starters on 
th is most imp ortant p roblem of 
international control of atomic 
weap ons. Th ey may not h av e re­ 
v iewed th e h istory of p ast nego­ 
tiations. Or th ey may not h av e 
sat down and th ough t th rough 
wh at new p lan th ey migh t p ro­ 
p ose to th e Russians, ev en if a 
conference could be arranged. 
In oth er words, th e p resent de­ 
mands for a new meeting be­ 
tween President Truman and Pre­ 
mier Stalin, or wh oev er 
migh t 
negotiate, are largely an emo­ 
tional reaction. Th e 
President 
calls th em h igh drama and sh ow­ 
mansh ip . 
A more sincere ap ­ 
p raisal migh t be th at th ey are 
p romp ted by fear and desp era 
tion. Any one wh o starts to nego­ 
tiate in such frames of mind is 
licked before h e starts. 
For th e ex p erience of ev ery 
American dip lomat, business or 
military man wh o h as dealt with 
Russians p rov es th at men from 
Moscow alway s know ex actly 
wh at th ey want before th ey be­ 
gin to bargain. And th ey nev er 
take any th ing less. 
So until somebody comes up 
with a new p lan for international 
control of atomic bombs—better 
th an th e Lilienth al and Baruch 
p lans now before th e United Na­ 
tions—th ere may be no use con­ 
sidering a new conference. Any 
idea th at a coup le of Americans 
and Russians — no matter h ow 
well intentioned — could “work 
someth ing out” with no oth er 
insp iration th an a coup le of good 
U. S. cigars, v odka and Volga 
branch water, is somewh at un­ 
realistic. 


THE BACKGROUND of inter­ 
national control of atomic en­ 
ergy h as been rev iewed many 
many times since 1946. But it is 
necessary to go 
back ov er th e 
ground again if th ere is to 
be 
p rop er understanding of wh at 
th is talk of a new Russian con­ 
ference is all about. In fact, it 
would do no h arm for President 
Truman or 
Secretary of State 
Dean Ach eson to re-rev iew wh at 
is 
inv olv ed. 
Th e President’s 
Wash ington’s Birth day sp eech at 
Alex andria ap p arently didn’t p ut 
it ov er. 
Any international atomic con­ 
trol p lan must start with 
two 
basic assump tions. One is th at 
atomic energy will h av e great 
p eacetime uses. 
Th e oth er 
is 
th at th ere can be effectiv e inter­ 
national insp ection 
to p rev ent 
misuse of atomic energy for mil­ 
itary p urp oses. 


On th e first assump tion, it must 
be remembered th at th e United 
States is at least 100 y ears ah ead 
of Russia on industrial dev elop ­ 
ment. If Russia is to jump im­ 
mediately into th e atomic age, it 
would mean skip p ing th e water­ 
p ower, steam and electrical en­ 
ergy dev elop ment th rough wh ich 
th e United States h as p assed. 
On th e matter of insp ection, 
th e Russian gov ernment would 
h av e to giv e up its fundamental 
p olicy of allowing no foreigners 
freedom of mov ement with in its 
borders if th e insp ection is to 
be made effectiv e. It is became 
of th is th at th e Russian p lan 
for control of atomic energy h as 
been limited to p eriodic insp ec­ 
tion, at designated p laces, of only 
th e declarations of each country . 


• 
WHAT THIS MEANS is th at 
only at sp ecified times — ev ery 
th ree or si> month s—th ere would 
be an International insp ection 
of th e p roduction records oi each 
country . Only th e books would be 
subject to insp ection — not th e 
p lants. Russian declarations of 
wh at th ey were 
doing 
would 
h av e to be accep ted at face v alue. 
For th ese reasons, th e United 
States gav e up th e idea of an 
atomic energy insp ection. Th e 
United States p rop osed instead an 
international auth ority to con­ 
trol all atomic energy dev elop ­ 
ment in all countries. It was 
th ough t th at th is “internationali­ 
zation” would ap p eal to th e Rus­ 
sians. But th ey turned it down, 
too. 
Th e adv antages claimed for 
th is international auth ority ty p e 
of control are th at it would p er­ 
mit th e American members of th e 
auth ority , for ex amp le, to de­ 
tect wh en Russia or any oth er 
country migh t be div erting 
its 
atomic energy materials for mil­ 
itary p urp oses. Th e same th ing 
would be true for th e Russians 
with resp ect to th e U. S. 
Scientists at first th ough t th at 
th is div ersion of atomic energy 
materials for military p urp oses 
could 
be 
detected 
some 
18 
month s before it became danger­ 
ous. Th ey h av e now cut down 
th eir estimates to a y ear or p er­ 
h ap s less. But it would still p ro­ 
v ide some Warning of aggressiv e 
intent. 
But th e Russians h av e rejected 
ev en th is p lan. 
Any comp romise is of course 
out of th e question. 
It 
would 
merely mean 
th at th e 
U. S. 
would lay all its cards on th e 
table, wh ile th e Russians sh owed 
noth ing. 
So wh ere does th is leav e th e 
adv ocates of a new ap p roach ?

In th e News Feb. 24 y ou p rint 
a letter from Price Cop e object­ 
ing to th e p lacing of Columbiana 
county ’s less-fortunate ch ildren 
in foster h omes and ex p ressing 
h is surp rise th at th is p lan is be­ 
ing followed. 
All I know is wh at I read in th e 
p ap ers but I h av e been fully 
aware for sev eral y ears th at our 
ch ildren were being p laced in 
foster h omes as fast as ap p lica­ 
tions were made and inv estiga­ 
tions comp leted. 
I th ink more th an two y ears 
ago announcement was made by 
county officials th at all h ad been 
p laced in such h omes and th is 
county h ad no residents in Fair- 
mount. 
Publicity was giv en soon after 
th at in regard to negotiations for 
th e sale of our interest to Stark 
county . 
It would seem th at th e ch arge 
of “secrecy ” would be h ard to 
substantiate.. 
Mr. Cop e states “Th e Fair- 
mount Ch ildren’s Home like our 
p ublic sch ools was set up by law 
and I question most strongly th e 
auth ority of any group to step in 
and interfere with a state law. 
I agree with h im but h e ev i­ 
dently ov erlooks th e fact th at 
state laws also p rov id e for th e 
p lacing of ch ildren under th e 
care of th e state and its subdi­ 
v isions in suitable h omes (not “in­ 
discriminately ” as h e suggests) 
aut after inv estigation as to th e 
ch aracter and ability of th e ap p li­ 
cants to p rov ide th e righ t kind 
of h ome life and care. 
Th is 
inv estigation 
may 
be 
made by one p erson but th e de­ 
cision is not made by h im alone. 
Mr. Cop e giv es th e Fairmount 
h ome a clean bill of h ealth as far 
as equip ment is concerned. I am 
glad th at is th e case. 
Howev er, I h old th e v iew th at 
an institution, no matter 
h ow 
comp lete in p h y sical equip ment, 
still lacks th e h ome atmosp h ere 
th at is indisp ensable to a ch ild in 
th e formativ e p eriod of life. 
Perh ap s some 
of 
th e foster 
Domes are not all th ey sh ould 
be, but th ey are subject to fre­ 
quent insp ection and ch anges can 
be made if necessary . I submit 
th at ev en th e imp erfect h omes 
are better for th e ch ild th an in­ 
stitutional life at its best, 
Mention is made about getting 
all of th e work th ey can out of 
th e ch ildren. 
Mr. Cop e h as 
raised 
boy s— 
boy s wh o arc a credit to h im and 
to th e community —and I know 
th ey were taugh t to work and 
th ey are better citizens because 


th ey learned to work. It sh ould 
be th e duty of th ose in ch arge 
of p lacing th ese less-fortunate 
ch ildren, 
to see th at p rop er 
training in work is one of th e 
conditions under wh ich th ey are 
p laced. 
I am op p osed to sending our 
ch ildren back to th e Fairmount 
h ome because I feel th at it is a- 
backward step and I h op e we wilL 
demand better ch ances for our 
broth ers and sisters, and more in­ 
stead of less h ome life. 
I feel th at th e cost of p rov iding 
for th e care of th e ch ildren is a 
secondary consideration but be­ 
liev e a comp arison of th e cost of 
th e two sy stems would be found 
to be fav orable to th e foster 
h ome. 
I am most anx ious to use th e 
p lan th at make th e best p ossible 
citizens of th ese h elp less ones 
wh o are dep endent on us th rough 
no fault of th eir own, to th e end 
th at th ey grow up normally and 
fill useful p laces in our Amer­ 
ican way of life.

State Medical Society is set to 
meet possibly by the end of this 
week to act on medical (pu nish 
ment of Dr. Hermann N. Sander, 
if he is acqu itted in his mercy 
mu rder trial. 
Sander’s fellow doctors, u nder 
the laws of medical ethics, can 
be more severe than his ju ry. 
They cannot do more than recom­ 
mend cancellation of his license, 
iu t that 
might mean ru in for 
lis professional career anywhere 
in this cou ntry. 
The plans were 
made 
last 
month. The notices calling the 
meeting are ready to be sent ou t. 
They will not be sent if he is 
convicted, or the ju ry disagrees, 
or there is an appeal of a convic­ 
tion. 
The medical men have agreed 
to let Dr. Sander have an u n­ 
preju diced day in cou rt. 
The meeting will be of the 
hou se of delegates of the New 
Hampshire State Medical Society, 
nu mbering between 30 and 35 
doctors. These men are the ru l­ 
ing body of medical practice in 
this state. 
The qu estion to come before 
them is whether Dr. Sander has 
violated medical law, more prop­ 
erly called medical ethics. This 
medical law is fu lly as strict as 
legal laws, and frequ ently more 
strictly enforced. 
Hou se of delegates will meet 
in closed session, discu ss Dr. San. 
der and issu e a statement on their 
decision. There is no appeal.

New Hampshire doctors agreec 
that action, no matter what it 
might be, shou ld be taken at a 
state rather than cou nty leveL 
No statements for pu blication 
have been made. Bu t influ entia 
doctors have indicated that they 
believe there mu st be discipline 
in order to make clear the prin­ 
ciples of the medical profession 
The trial brou ght a su rprise to 
nearly all doctors in New Hamp­ 
shire in evidence that the patient 
was already dead when the air 
was injected.

“But wh en h e clearly isn’t 
try ing to do any th ing but knock 
a man down we’ll call it to h im, 
and th e batter going to first will 
be called out, no matter wh eth er 
h e migh t h ave beaten th e relay .” 
Manager Lou Boudreau of th e 
Cleveland Indians asked Bill if 
h e didn’t th ink enforcement of 
th e rule migh t create many a 
ruckus during th e season. 
“Not at all, Lou,” h e replied.

But

“Not on y our life,” Bobby said 
today . 
“Wh y , I’ve just 
learned to 
pitch .” 
Th e one-time boy wonder of 
th e Cleveland Indians won only 
15 games la$t season and 19 in 
1948. Th ose would be q uite re­ 
spectable records for an ordinary 
h urler, but not for th e Feller 
wh o won 24 in 1939, 27 in 1940, 
25 in 1941, 26 in 1946 and 20 in 
1947 . 
Feller frankly admits th at h e 
does not h ave th e speed of y ore. 
“But my fast ball is still good 
enough , and my curve is more 
th an good enough to play base­ 
ball in th is league,” h e insists. 
“I’ll say th is—if I can h ave as

Th e strange th ing about Fel­ 
ler’s performance last season was 
h is record against th e two top 
ch ampionsh ip contenders — th e 
Boston Red Sox and th e New 
York Yankees.

spring training. He th rew very 
little last week, try ing to get 
th ose stiff muscles loosened up 
gradually .
